Newcastle, Ind., March 12.—Steps 


for the relief of the victims of the 
ayelone which struck this city yes­ 
terday were under way 
today and 
all 
the immediate 
wants of 
the 
homeless were 
being 
cared 
for. 
Temporary lodgings were found for 
all of those whose homes had been 
destroyed and the work of cleaning 
up the debris 
and rebuilding 
was 
started. 
Funds were received from many 
of the larger cities of the state to 
be applied for the care of the des­ 
titute. 
A revision of the death list show­ 
ed some duplications 
and brought 
the list to 19. 
At least one more 
death was expected 
this afternoon. 
Many are still missing. 
This figure 
does not include the two children of 
Ernest Gray, a funner living eight 
miles southeast of Newcastle, 
who 
were crushed 
to death when their 
home was demolished. 


With 19 bodies already recovered 
search continued 
here 
today 
for 
further deaths which 
followed 
in 
the wake of a cyclone which swept 
and destroyed 200 homes and caus­ 
ing a property 
loss 
estimated 
at 
$1,000.000. 


M anufacturing plants were closed 
while workmen aided three compan­ 
ies of National 
guard and special 
police in keeping guard and cleaning 
debris strewn 
in 
a path one-half 
mile wide and fifteen 
miles long. 
Martial law prevailed in the stricken 
district and troops were under or­ 
ders to shoot on sight anyone found 
plundering. 


Relief poured into the city from 
every quarter today. 
A relief com­ 
mittee was formed and is ready to 
receive cash donations. 
Great suf­ 
fering was reported because of 
the 
cold last night. 
Orders were issued 
against starting fires on account of 
fear of a conflagration. 
Homeless 
women 
and 
children 
spent the night with the more for­ 
tunate 
while men kept guard 
and 
stayed 
close 
to fires 
started on 
street corners. 


The tornado struck the city from 
the west, after 
leveling 
the Indian 
rolling mills west of Blue River val- 
ley. 
It swept through the entire 
width of the 
city 
from 
Sixth to 
Twenty-fifth 
streets. 
The 
first 
homes 
in the path 
of the twister 
were 
practically 
leveled 
to 
the 
ground after which the wind appar­ 
ently 
raised 
slightly, 
taking 
the 
roofs from the houses

to Twentieth streets.

The 
Red Cross society formed a commit­ 
tee to start raising the fund imme­ 
diately by popular subscription. More 
will be needed later, he stated. 
The 
Chicago Red Cross 
society offered 
aid but were informed that the Indi­ 
ana organization 
could handle the 
proposition. 
Governor Goodrich received a mes­ 
sage from Ernest 
Ricknell of the 
American Red t oss at Washington 
saying that the organization is send­ 
ing a representative to Newcastle to 
offer assistance to the stricken city. 
Later he received another telegram 
from Paul Haverlay, president of the 
Pythian Publishing company of Illi­ 
nois that Harry Wade of the Knights 
of Pythias of Indiana had been ad­ 
vised to donate $25 for the sufferers 
from the Pythian Publishing com­ 
pany and $25 from the Insurance de­ 
partment of the 
same organization 
from the northern part of Illinois.

was portentious because it was

preceding the flood a tornado struck 
Terre Haute, 
causing the loss 
of 
seventeen lives and $500,000 
pro­ 
perty damage. 
The storm 
struck 
Terre Ilaute 
Sunday night, March 23, 1913 and 
the flood reached its crest on Tues­ 
day morning, March 25. 
The flood 
here was of such proportions that 
when one now speaks of the flood, it 
is taken by common consent that the 
flood of 1913 is meant and not the 
one when Noah launched an ark. 
March has been the time of many 
disasters. 
Tn March, 
1916 
there 
was heavy, loss 
of property from 
storm and damage. 
On March 22, 
1916 several persons were killed in 
a tornado that swept several Ind­ 
iana counties.

The first news received here

killed.

was thought at first to he exagger­ 
ated, but later developments proved 
it was not far wrong. 


Mayor Bebout 
urged that Rush­ 
ville people come to the aid of their 
stricken neighbors. 
He was inform­ 
ed by the committee that many were 
in dire need. 
The homes of scores 
of factory workers were destroyed. 
Their household goods were destroy­ 
ed and they were left penniless with 
no place to sleep or eat.

damage was fully realized, is com­ 
posed of John D. Rodgers of New­ 
castle, chairman; William Goodrich 
of Winchester, brother of Governor 
Goodrich; Herbert ^faddy of Muneie.

Educate the youth'of the land first 
toward that which is most vitally 
necssary to our national 
life, 
and

be leisure

That home gardening, directed uy 


the school, is the most effective way 
for br..'';!'ng boys and 
girls -into 


closer rclationship<-with the affairs 
of life is asserted by C. D. Jarvis in 


bulletin on "Gardening in Elemen- 


tary City 'Schools" just issued by the 
Bureau of Education of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. Mr. Jiirvis de- 
clares: "In or about almost 
any 


city there may be found an abun- 
dance of land that may be used for 
productive gardening 
by 
school 


children. Within the limits of many 
cities there is sufficient land, ii' in- 
tensively cultivated, to supply 
the 


people with all the vegetables and a 
large proportion of the fruits 
and 


flowers needed. This unused land 
should be brought under 
cultiva- 


tion." 


In urder that the best use may be 
^de -<f this land for 
educational 


pr. ductive purposes, it is suggested 
that trained and experienced teach- 
ers of gardening should be employee 
in every city. 
"Such 
teachers 


would instruct the children directlj 
and the parents indirect^'," declares 
Mr. Jarvis, "with the result that in 
a few years a generation of capable 
gardeners would be developed. Bu1

efficient, and contented citizens is 
the real purpose of the main resuli 
of '• this -work. 
With a 
common 


knowledge of the principles and pos- 
sibilities of crop production, 
the 


wage-earner of the future will nol

the extent to which it will reduce the 
cost of living,—He will see'!the ad- 
vantages of a suburban home, con-
